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Prepares To Accept 17 Other Items

The city council is still anxious to acquire the electric utility 
from Public Housing Administration by dedication, it was disclosed 
at a special council meeting last Monday night. A letter will be sent 
to Greenbelt Veterans Housing Corporation requesting the housing 
group to “urge” PHA to give the utility to the city along with 19 
other items to be dedicated to Greenbelt. Contintied correspondence 
with PHA by the city has proved fruitless in obtaining electric dis- 
tribution; PHA maintains that the utility.is a “money-making” busi- 


ness and they have no legitimate 
right to give, rather than sell, such 
a facility. The Potomac Electric 
Fower Company has expressed ‘an 
earnest interest in buying the util- 
ity, since “they are in that busi- 
ness.” 
Lastner Disputes 

Mayor Frank Lastner declared 
that Public Law 65, which defines 
the conditions of sale of Greenbelt, 
specifically states that the utilities 
should be dedicated to the city. He 
added that the problem has become 
a “political” one at this time. City 
manager Charles McDonald em- 
phasized the savings to be made 
with city ownership of =alectrical 
distribation, He cited the cost for 
street lighting alone as an exam- 
ple; $8300 if PEPCO sells electri- 
city, $4800 if the city sells it. 

It was also suggested that PEP- 
CO be notified that the city is not 
prepared to offer a franchise for 
the electrical utility, in order to 
delay sale of the facility before 
further. negotiations can be made 
with PHA. 

Meanwhile, the city manager was 
instructed to prepare a resolution 
of acceptance of the 19 items that 
PHA. has offered to the city by 
dedication. . McDonald listed therm 
for the council and commented on 
each subject: , 
Sanitary sewer system and dispo- 
sal plant. The system is in good 
condition, Major repairs may be 
needed in five years at the dispo- 
sal plant. The city will service and 
ibe responsible for sewer lines from 
the first man-hole; GVHC will have 
responsibility for the branch line 
leading from the home to the first 
man-nole (i.e. first connection to 
the main line). Easements will be 
provided where man-holes are sit- 
uated on GVHC property. The 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Cammission has commented favor- 
ably on the-condition of the sewer 
system and disposal plant and has 
offered assistance on problems 
that mayrocecur; also recommends 
that the eity depend on WSSC fox 
supplies rather than maintain high:

Water system. In good condition. 
Combined with the sewer system 
and disposal plant, a separate de- 
partment will be established in the 
city administration to control these: 
utilities. Water will be “metered” 
to the residents and it is expected 
that use of water will be diminish- 
ed considerably. Previous debts 
by PHA to WSSC, now in dispute, 


will definitely not involve an obli- | 


gation on the city’s part.

Unsold HousesPlaced 
With Brokerage Firm 


An exclusive contract is being 
signed between Greenbelt Veterans 
Housing Corp. and a Washington 
realtor to sell the remaining Green- 
belt houses, it was disclosed at the 
Monday night GVHC board meet- 
ing. 

An additional 244% will be added 
to the price of the individual unit 
bought through Sidney Z. Mensh 
Co., real estate broker, to be paid 
up at the time of the down pay- 
ment by the individual purchaser. 
This contract will go into effect 
November 10, allowing approxi- 
mately 10 days for purchases if 
residents wish to save the broker- 
age fee. After that date, Robert 
Garin, an agent of the brokerage 
firm, will be present in Greenbelt 
to handle sales. 

The board discussed the matter 
of maintenance of floor coverings 
in kitchens and bathrooms, par- 
ticularly in the defense homes. 
According to the contract between 
the individual ahd the housing 
corporation, GVHC is responsible 
for such maintenance. It is an- 
ticipated that this repair will be 
spread over a considerable period, 
possibly on a Pye wee rotation 
basis; or GVHC would provide the 
materials if Daoe provide the la- 
bor, 

The Woodland Way detached 
houses were reappraised by an in- 
dependent appraiser upon the re- 
quest of the, residents. The new 
appraisal price was much higher 
than the original price and the 
board offered the houses to the 
present residents at the prices orig- 
inally quoted by GVHC plus a pro- 
portionate cost of the appraisal 
itself.

7 Candidates Answer 
Home Rule Queries

The Citizens Committee County 
Board candidates have gone on rec- 
ord as favoring home rule for 


Prince Georges County through a 
county charter, emphasizing their 
belief in local self-government. 
Members of the County Commis- 
sioner slate of Charter Board can- 
didates oppose the charter on the 
grounds that the present form of 
government and the present sys- 
tem of lawmaking for the county 
by the State Assembly is more sat- 
isfactory than: a local autonomous 
council would be. 

In response to the Prince Georges 
County League of Women Voters 
questionnaire, seven Charter Board 
candidates submitted their views 
regarding the home rule charter 
which county voters will either ap- 
prove or reject at the polls Novem- 
ber 4. Questionnaires went out to 
the ten candidates, of which five 
will be elected to draft a cHarter 
which will-be voted on in 1954. All 
five Citizens Committee candidates 
(Gordon, Mulligan, Orem, Parker 
and Ray) filled out the question- 
naire, as did two of County Com- 
missioner slate, Wheatley and 
Groth. The other three County 
Commissioner candidates, Glenn, 
Burroughs, and Bell were not 
heard from. 


Reuben J, Gordon of Chevériy, 
an attorney in the Chilean Y/ bas- 
sy, in favoring constitutional home 
rule, states, “that the county goy- 
ernment must be organized into an 
efficient business entity Gn such 
wise as to he readily adaptable to 
problems arising from and “masle 
acute .by increasing population,” 
that “we ought to be getting full 
value for the tax dodliar,” that we 
must make it possible to provide 
for long term planning, and that 
home rule will make the county “a 
better place to live in for ourselves 
and our children.” Walter F. Mul- 
ligan, a retired Federal employee 
living in College Park, favors home 
rule as the “best form of local gov- 
ernment yet devised in the opinion 
of. qualified people.” Nicholas 
Orem, Jr. an attorney from Uni-

Letiers To The Editor 


To the Editor of the Cooperator: 


The attached public letter to the 
Editor js written for publication 
in your October 30 issue. It con- 
tains a factual challenge to the 
Editor on a matter which the com- 
munity has a moral right to know 
the answer. 


In addition to the matter of fac- 
tual reporting there is likewise the 
matter of whom the Cooperator 
represents. If we probe this ques- 
tion to a conclusion there appears 
to be only one answer. Not even 
the Editor can substantiate that in 
conducting the paper there is re- 
sponsibility to the readers as a 
whole, to the advertisers, or to any- 
one except a small self perpetuated 
group. I say that if that group 
has a desire to keep the Coopera- 
tor in the interests of the whole 
community, then they have also a 
responsibility to make the paper 
responsive to some substantial seg- 
ment of those who réad it or to 
those who keep it alive by their 
advertising dollars. 


What Next? 


Over a period of time there has 
repeatedly appeared in the Co- 
operator columns certain publish- 
ings which make many of your 
readers wonder just what the mo- 
tives and intent of the Cooperator 
are with regard to Greenbelt Con- 
sumer Services. I refer to the 
twists of fact and to the applica- 
tion of inappropriate adjectives 


which repeatedly appear in your 
columns. In particular, I point to 
your front page bulletin of October 
23, in which you say, “Ashelman is 
said to - --- - already offered a 
five year contract to at least one 
nearby co-op manager, although no 
authority to make such an offer 
has been granted him nur anyone 
else now working on the project. 
The offer, it was revealed, was 
turned down.” 


The language of this story quite 
clearly indicates intent of cither 
your informer or your writer or 
both to allude that Ashelman acts 
in unauthorized or qudstionahle 
manner. Even if there: was truth 
in your insinuation the publish- 
ing is of libelous nature. I charge 
that your story is pure fabrication 
of untruth, I further charge that 
your paper has over a period of 
time published a whole series of 
similar but perhaps less libelous 
perversions. Certainly this par- 
ticular story opens both your mo- 
tives and your position to public 
question by the thinking citizens 
of our community. 


I ask in what way your allusion 
presents Greenbelt news fully.

serves the best interests of the co- 
operative movement.

job either someone in the area or 
from the cutside.

Home Rule 
and County Commissioners 

It would perhaps be charitable to 
assume tnat the Prince Georges 
County Commissioners are opposed 
to a county charter because they 
don’t know any better. However, 
the story which appeared a year 
ago in The Cooperator and in the 
Washington papers about how the 
Commissioners purchased auto in- 
surance suggests that they may 
have other reasons. 


Greenbelters may recall that the 
Commissioners voted to pay $7,000 
for insurance which the Farm Bu- 
reau Insurance Companies offered 
to write fo rthem for $5,000. The 
fact that one of the Commission- 
ers had been affiliated with the 
higher bidder may not have in- 
fluenced the decision, but Wash- 
ington papers at least thought the 
fact worthy of note, At the time 
tne Commissioners were squander- 
ing the $2,000, it might also be re- 
called, they were cutting down on 
the nealth, education and recrea- 
tion budgets in the interest of 
“economy”. . 


Home rule has been the open 
sesame to decent government for 
many another community. What 
better place to try it than in our 
gambling and crime ridden coun- 
ty? 


Evidently the Commissioners are 
sufficiently afraid of pro-charter 
votes to have pushed a Trojan 
horse into the situation—by back- 
ing anti-charter characters’ to 
write the charter. As a result of 
these shenanigans, those who favor 
the charter must (1) vote for the 
charter and (2) select a drafting 
committee that favors the charter. 


Greenhelters, living in a com- 
munitv which has been blessed 
from the start with a modern com- 
munity charter, should be in the 
forefront in support of the county 
charter. To give better govern- 
ment a chance in the county, we 
should vote “YES” for the charter 
and we should support the candi-

rule charter would provide a much 
stronger form of government for 
our county—that is, more flexible.” 
He thinks buck passing between 
the Legislature (State) and the 
County Commissioners (or Coun- 
cil) should be eliminated, and that 
a home rule charter stq@mming 
from the proposed constitution “is 
thhe best and most efficient form 
of government.” * 


Charles F. Parker of Landover, a 
public administration specialist in 


.the Bureau of the Budget, states 


“A properly drafted home-rule 
charter would give the eounty gov- 
erning body the power to act on 
the legislative needs of the county 
and would definitely place respon- 
sibility for action or inaction... 
on the ilocally elected officials, 
where it belongs.” Dr. Joseph M, 
Ray of College Park who is a 
Maryland University Government 
professor on leaveewith the Infor- 
mation and Education Branch of 
the Air force, gives his reasons for 
favoring home rule as foliows: “1. 
I have’ confidence in the people of 
the county. 2. The legislative 
power exercised by the county 
delegation at Annapolis is difficult 
for the people to control. 3; Re- 
sponsibility for county government 
is diffused among five commission- 
ers, six delegates, and a senator. 
4. Under a home rule charter, the 
county government would be more 
flexible and more responsible to 
the will of the people.” 


H. Winship Wheatley, Jr., a Hy- 
attsville attorney, states he is not 
in favor of home rule. He says “1. 
I am opposed to a county manager 
not elected by the people. ... 2. I 
believe the present form of gov- 
ernment provides the means to 
remedy most of the complaints 
(such as education, roads, fire and 
police protection) voiced by vari- 
ous citizens and civic groups, 3. I 
believe it is unwise to abandon an 
established form of government 
rather than to elect different offi- 
cials. . 4. I believe the public 
should be advised that to have 
more you must pay more, and re- 
ports *from other areas indicate 
taxes under such a new form of 
government have increased in tre- 
mendous amounts.” Mrs. Dorothy 
B. Groth of Takoma Park, a bank 
teller, favors home rule “but not 
under a charter such as proposed 
in the Survey.” (Ed, note: Pre- 
sumably Mrs. Groth refers to the 
Sobeloff Commission Survey which 
recommended a home rule charter 
for the county.)
